Defending two-time National Cross 
Country Champion Scott Summers 
(Hon) was the overall winner at the 
opening round of the AMA Wiseco/ 
Yamaha/Yokohama Grand National 
Cross Country Series at the Dallas 
Ricker Racing Complex in Greene- 
ville, Tennessee, March 15. Terry 
Cunningham (Kaw) finished second 
overall, Scott Plessinger (KTM) was 
third, Kurt Hough (Kaw) fourth, and 
three-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Randy Hawkins (Suz) was 
fifth. 


Team Suzuki Endurance (Suz) 
won the opening round of the 1992 
Vanson/PM National Endurance Ser- 
ies at Roebling Road Raceway in 
Faulkville, Georgia, March 14. Kurt 
Hall and Michael Martin established 
an early lead and went on to win the 
six-hour race by six laps. Team 
America (Suz) was second and third 
went to Force Racing (Yam). 


Larry Roeseler (Kaw) scored the 
overall and 250cc class .wins at the 
Tecate 250 Enduro in Tecate, Baja 
California, Mexico, March 14. Second 
overall was Kelby Pepper (KTM), 
followed by Jimmy Lewis (KTM), 
Open class winner Ty Davis (ATK) 
and Dave Bertram (Suz). 


Georgia’s Billy Liles (Hon) was the 
runner-up to overall winner Ronny 
Weustenraed (Kaw) of Belgium at an 
international MX event in Wuust- 
wezel, Belgium, March 15. Liles won 
the first moto but crashed in the second 
and third races. 


The March 21 California Off-Road 
Vehicle Association convention 
at Sacramento’s Canterbury Inn will 
feature discussions on two key issues 
facing California off-roaders. Califor- 
nia Parks and Recreation Director Don 
Murphy will discuss a proposal to 
merge OHV “green sticker” funds and 
the OHV division of the Parks Depart- 
ment with other Parks divisions, and 
CORVA lobbyist Bob Hamm says it’s 
“90% likely" that U.S. Senator John 
Seymour will speak on Senate Bill 21, 
which would close more than seven 
million acres of the California desert 
to motor vehicles, and other pending 
desert legislation. The convention 
begins at 8:30 a.m. and costs $10 to 
attend.

There has been yet another date 
change for the Texas World 
Speedway rounds of the AMA 


National Championship Road Race 
Series. The round scheduled for May 
16-17 will now take place on May 30- 
31, and the concluding round of the 
series that was scheduled for October 
3-4 is now scheduled for the following 
weekend, October 10-11. According to 
the AMA, the previously announced 
dates for the Texas World Speedway 
races would have conflicted with Texas 
A&M graduation in the spring and 
with a home football contest in the fall. 
Officials were concerned that the 
nearby College Station and Bryan 
communities would not be able to 
accommodate the heavy influx of 
visitors expected for the various events. 


Motocrosser Jeff Matiasevich suf- 
fered a badly-bruised left thigh when 
he crashed while leading the March 14 
Charlotte Supercross. “It swelled up 
real bad and the paramedics thought 
it was broken, so I went to the 
hospital,” said Matiasevich, who broke 
his right thigh in a crash last August. 
“I don’t think I’ve ever said so many 
prayers as I did while waiting for the 
X-rays to come back. But I walked, 
actually gimped, out of the hospital 
with a smile.” Matiasevich imme- 
diately underwent therapy to reduce 
the swelling and expects to compete 
in the March 21 Indianapolis Super- 
cross in the Hoosier Dome. 


The Daytona 200 will be telecast on 
The Nashville Network (TNN) on 
April 5 and the Daytona Super- 
cross will be shown on TNN on May 
10. Check your local listings for the 
times of the telecasts. 


The upcoming Camel Pro Series 
rounds at Sacramento (April 18) and 
San Jose (May 17) will not have Junior 
Nationals as part of their programs, 
but Junior Invitational races will be 
held at both events. Rod Lake Racing 
will sponsor the San Jose Junior race 
and sponsorship for the Sacramento 
race is being sought. Junior class riders 
interested in participating in those 
events and potential sponsors of the 
Sacramento Junior race should call 
Bill Spencer at 408/436-8228.

Harley-Davidson or Wood-Rotax? — 


t the March 7 Daytona Short Track, many competitors who listed their Rotax- 
À powered 600cc dirt trackers on entry forms as ''Harley-Davidson"' found the 
AMA changed the brands to Rotax in the official results. 

Due to pending legal action by Ron Wood, owner of Ron Wood Racing Products 
and manufacturer of Rotax-powered Wood-Rotax dirt track machines, the AMA 
has announced that the only Rotax dirt track bikes that may be called Harley- 
Davidsons are those included in the original batch homologated as such in 1984. 

"I don't want anything that I don't deserve," said Wood. "But it was getting 
out of hand. I wasn't getting the name recognition that I deserved. I was selling 
complete bikes to riders — frames and all, and they would paint ‘Harley-Davidson’ 
on the gas tank before they even raced them." 

Before the start of the AMA 600cc National and Junior National Dirt Track 
Series, the AMA plans to compile a list of motor numbers homologated in the 
past. The Daytona Short Track and Peoria TT are the only rounds of the Grand 
National Championship Series that Experts are allowed to compete in aboard 
600cc four-stroke singles. They are required to use 750cc twin-cylinder four-strokes 
in half mile and mile races. : 

"By that point, we will have cataloged most of, if not all of the bikes," said 
AMA Director of Professional Racing Roy Janson. "If we cannot substantiate 
what the motor was homologated as, we will list it simply as a Rotax. We want 
to give credit where credit is due." 

In the past, the Rotax motors have been homologated by the AMA under such 
names as Harley-Davidson, Wood-Rotax, Can-Am, Bombardier, KTM and ATK, 
but as of late the majority of machines entered at AMA Nationals have been 
listed as Harleys. 

"In the past, there has been an incentive for riders to list their machines as 
Harley-Davidsons," explained Janson. “The Harley factory posted contingency 
at the 600cc Nationals. Now that has gone away because of the confusion, and 
it's unfortunate." 

“The Harley dealer network is largely responsible for the situation," said Wood. 
“They sponsor riders and force them to change the names of their bikes, and 
that is illegal. I have personally assembled and sold dirt trackers to (Team Harley- 
Davidson riders) Chris Carr and Kevin Atherton — I can go on and on with 
a list of names. 

"What I want is for the AMA to follow their own rules. What they've done 
is been too lax in their patrolling. I requested that they do something about 
the situation.and they didn't, so I was forced to start some legal action." 

Though he admits to owning several Wood-Rotax dirt trackers, four-time 600cc 
National Champion Chris Carr states that what he races are "Kenny Tolbert- 
prepared, Rotax-powered dirt trackers for the Harley-Davidson factory.” 

“I have raced Ron's bikes in the past, but the bikes I race now are totally 
different. Kenny does all the modifications to the motors,” said Carr. “I received 
two brand new motors from the Harley factory before the start of the season; 
they have nothing to do with Ron Wood. 

"I do use one of Ron's chassis, that’s no secret," added Carr. “But the motors

“The manu- 
facturers see the future of motocross 
in outside-of-the-industry sponsor- 
ship, but they don’t want to change 
the color of their bikes (to reflect the 


sponsor’s product)," said Thede. “I 
wanted to get someone that a factory 
was already supporting." Thede will 
choose a rider and motorcycle brand 
at a later date. 


Although defending Camel Supercross 
Champion Jean-Michel Bayle 
hadn't won an event prior to the March 
14 Charlotte Supercross and often 
appeared to be relatively unconcerned 
about that, Honda MX Team Manager 
Dave Arnold says that Bayle still wants 
to win and that neither he nor Honda 
is disappointed in Bayle's perfor- 
mance. “He doesn't like to lose, 
especially with the French press still 
following him closely," said Arnold. 
“Honda is very grateful for what he 
accomplished last year.” Arnold attrib- 
utes Bayle's slow start this year in part 
to injuries he suffered late last year that 
prevented him from adequately testing 
the all-new CR250s before the season 
began. The new CRs have given both 
Bayle and teammate Jeff Stanton some 
trouble in the early supercross rounds. 
“Bayle is very goal oriented, and it's 
obvious that he's looking forward to 
next year," Arnold said regarding the 
Frenchman's planned switch to road 
racing in 1993. 


Paul Leimbach, 69, fell victim to a 
stroke on Tuesday, March 10, in 
Vermillion, Ohio. Leimbach was the 
father of former Six Days riders Dane 
Leimbach and the late Ted Leimbach, 
"He was very supportive of our Six 
Days efforts," said Dane, a longtime 
employee of his uncle, John Penton.

Despite the conflicting AMA National 
Championship Road Race Series 
round at Laguna Seca, the AFM will 
host a race meet at Sears Point on the 
April 25-26 weekend. “Ме had already 
begun distributing schedule informa- 
tion by the time the National was 
announced,” said Joe Montoya, 
“AFM North president. “We still expect 
a good weekend, although many of our 
fastest riders will be at Laguna. It will 
give those who do attend our first race 
quite a jump in the championship 
points race." The Sears Point meet will 
feature a new riders school and sprint 
races. 


By earning $121,000 in Camel Pro 
Series awards last year — $100,000 for 
being the series' champ and $21,000 
in Camel Challenge purse money —

scored the first of a record 43 Grand 
National Championship Series wins 
as a rookie Expert in 1979 at the 
DuQuoin (Illinois) Mile.

T he FIM Management Council recently approved a World Championship 


October 31 in Atlanta-Fulton County Stadium. 

"We'll have to wait and see if the Atlanta Braves make the World Series,” said 
Bill West of SuperSports, which has been chosen by the AMA to promote the 
event. SuperSports is also the promoter of the Orlando, Atlanta, Tampa, and 
Charlotte rounds of the Camel Supercross Series. 

If the Atlanta Braves can repeat their appearance in the World Series, the 
supercross could be moved to November 14 or to another stadium. 

“Three other stadiums want the event, but they have to wait for the National 
Football League's schedule to be released," said West, who wouldn't elaborate 
on which stadiums are interested in hosting the race. 

Although the FIM's schedule does not denote a tentative status for the October 
25 Canadian round in Toronto, that city, too, could possibly be hosting the World

"The fallout from the helmet blackmail 
plan adopted as part of last year's 
federal highway funding bill has fallen 
on Maryland motorcyclists.

We are also concerned about 
the quality of the show that we present 
to our spectators and we will be 
reviewing several options during the 
year to maintain high standards for our 
Camel Pro National dirt track events. 

As you are aware, we are pleased to 
have former Grand National Cham- 
pion Mike Kidd on board as our 
professional dirt track manager and 
I'm confident that Mike will be able 
to assist us in this effort. Mike has a 
long history of track building in 
addition to his experience as a racer 
and promoter and his contribution to 
our Camel Pro Series will help to send 
a message to both riders and fans that 
the AMA cares about professional dirt 
track and that we are prepared to take 
whatever actions are necessary to 
maintain the quality tradition that dirt 
track racing has enjoyed in the past.

Bayle storms hack at Charlotte

It was Bayle's first Camel Supercross 
win since last year's series-finale in 
June at the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum and, with it, he erased any 
doubt that he is coasting through the 
Supercross season, fulfilling his con- 
tract before beginning his road race 
career next year. 


“It feels very good to win this race,” 
said the Frenchman, who was warmly 
received by the crowd. “1 didn't have 
a good start to the season, but now 
I'm happy." 

The season had begun so poorly for 
Honda that a rumor began to circulate 
that they had been riding last year's 
machines, a rumor team manager Dave 
Arnold was quick to squelch. 

"It's a completely new bike and it 
takes some time to sort out," Arnold 
said. “It was a major model change.” 

Arnold said the team makes “small 
changes week to week. One of the big 
changes," this week, Arnold said, 

. was (Damon) Bradshaw falling 
in the first turn." 

Indeed, it wasn't a good night for 
North Carolina's favorite son. After 
winning the second, and faster, of the 
two heats, Bradshaw started badly and 
ran into teammate Jeff Emig, falling 
in the first turn. He remounted and 
began a crowd-pleasing charge that 
carried him to sixth place. 

"It's the best I could do," the 19- 
year-old resident of nearby Mooresville 
said. After he fell, Bradshaw said he 
was “... thinking about getting 
points. I lost 10 points . . ." to Bayle, 
but he still leads the Camel Supercross 
Series point standings at the halfway 
point of the 16-race season. 

Bradshaw, with five wins, has 180 
points, Bayle (one win) has 164, and 
Stanton, last week's Daytona Super- 
cross winner, has 161. 

The win netted Bayle $5000 from the 

30,000 250cc class purse with Stanton 

0 and Ward $2000. 

cing's Jimmy Button ended 

the winning streak of defending 125cc 

Eastern. Regional. Champion Brian 

Swink at five, predicung he'd do it just 

before the race, then backing it up 
convincingly. 

Third at the end of the first of 15 
laps, Button, using a cleaner line 
through a sandy section, made his way 


to the front on the fourth lap, while 
Suzuki's Swink was busy making up 
for a bad start. The 19-year-old Swink 
moved into third on the llth lap, but 
was too far behind runner-up, and 
teammate Ezra Lusk to challenge. 

Kawasaki Team Green's Tim Ferry 
was fourth with DGY Racing's Chad 
Pedersen fighting off Peak/Pro Cir- 
cuit's Mike Brown for fifth. 

“That sand pit is really tricky and 
put my teammate (Doug Henry) on the 
ground in the heat," said the 19-year- 
old Button of Corning, New York. “I 
got it (the sand pit) perfectly, rode my 
own race, kept my head down, and was 
there at the end." 

Button, who earned $2000 from the 
$10,000 125cc purse for the win, moved 
into third in the 125cc Eastern 
Regional point standings with the 
win. With 79 points he trails Swink, 
first with 120, and teammate Henry, 
second with 82. 

The temperature dropped through- 
out the evening, falling into the 30s 
by the time the first 250cc heat got 
underway just before 8:00 p.m. It fell 
below 30 degrees before the racing was 
over.

In the first of two eight-lap heat races 
in which the top four finishers 
advanced to the main, Kawasaki 
teammates Jeff Matiasevich and Jeff 
Ward took charge at the front. Bayle 
crashed on the first lap and remounted 
in last place. 

The two got away from the pack and 
rode together to the end, Matiasevich 
taking the win over Ward by just over 
2.5 seconds. 

“The track's in pretty good condi- 
tion," Matiasevich said. “There are 
some pretty good places to pass. For 
the main event you'll have to be real 
aggressive." 

Third place, about five seconds 
behind Ward, went to Suzuki's Guy 





Cooper, who took over the spot with 
a pass on Noleen Racing’s Shaun 
Kalos on the seventh lap after a race- 
long fight. 

Stanton, who said he "started out 
cold" and “just rode like crap," was 
fifth and had to ride a semi along with 
teammate Bayle, who finished eighth. 

The second heat was decided just a 
few turns from the start when Brad- 
shaw quickly took the lead and never 
looked back. He would finish about 
six seconds in front of Kiedrowski and 
earn a Coors Light Silver Bullet point 
for winning the fastest heat of the 
night, but just barely. His eight-lap 
time of 5:23.21 seconds was .77 faster 
than Matasievich's time. 

Though the win looked easy, Brad- 
shaw was concerned at the start. 

“The bike was sputtering a little bit 
at the start," he said. "I didn't know 
if the ignition was burning out or what 
it was. I was hoping I could go a little 
faster than I was going, but some 
lapped riders got in my way and there 
were jumps I couldn’t jump, but that’s 
racing.” 

Away fourth at the start, Kiedrowski 
moved first past Yamaha's Doug 
Dubach, then passed Tuf Racing’s 
Ronnie Tichenor in a set of whoops 
shortly before the end of the fifth lap. 
Free of traffic, he pulled away to a safe 
second, while Tichenor held third to 
the finish in front of Dubach. 

The first six-lap semi had the 
number “1” and “2” bikes of Bayle and 
Stanton апа it was a safe bet that they'd 
be two of the five riders advancing 
directly to the main. 

Team Peak/Pro Circuit Honda's 
Jeremy McGrath got the jump and led 
for the first two laps before Bayle, 
using a berm in a left-hand horseshoe 
in the open end of the stadium end 
zone, jetted into the lead. Teammate 
Stanton joined him at the front after 
passing McGrath in a left-hander just 
after the finish jump, but Bayle was 
pulling away and would win by over 
four seconds. Stanton was second, 
McGrath third, and 125cc World 
Champion Stefan Everts, in his last 
American appearance before heading 
back to Europe, was fourth ahead of 
Emig. 

"I like this track a lot; it's very 
technical," Bayle said. He also said he 
felt they were making progress with 
the factory Honda CR250 after a slow 
start this year. "Now everything is 
right on the bike. If I get the holeshot, 
I'm going to try to win." 

Suzuki's Larry Ward appeared to 
have the second semi wrapped up until 
his bike sputtered and stalled on the 
third lap. He was able to restart it, but 
finished 14th. The problem was traced 
to some water in: the float bowl which 
was intermittently sucked up into the 
main jet. 

When Ward's bike stalled, Team 
Green's Michael Craig inherited the 
lead, with Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco 
in pursuit and KTM's Mike Fisher 
close behind in third. LaRocco made 
a charge at the end but came up just 
short, and Fisher held on to third just 
in front of Tuf Racing's Todd 
DeHoop. Canadian Carl Vaillancourt 
finished fifth. 

Larry Ward made sure he'd be one 
of the two riders tranferring to the 
main from the six-lap last chance 
qualifier. The 21-year-old from Society 
Hill, South Carolina, led from start to 
finish, with WKR/Pro Action Suspen- 
sion/Maxima's Brian McElroy doing 
the same in second. KTM's Keith 
Johnson took over third riding around 
a pile-up just before the finish. 

"Anything can happen out there," 
Ward said of having to ride the LCQ

one. The jumps are really high and 
it's scary when the bike bogs going up 
them. It just totally quit in the semi." 

Jeff Ward got the jump at the start 
of the 20-lap main event with Mati- 
asevich right behind him and in front 
of Stanton, Larry Ward and Dubach. 
Bayle was away ninth. There were four 
separate crashes on the first lap alone, 
with Bradshaw going down in the first 
turn and getting away last. 

Larry Ward was briefly in front of 
Stanton for third, but the Honda rider 
took the position back on the fourth 
lap while Bayle moved up to fifth. 
Stanton took over second on the sixth 
lap by passing Ward, who was having 
trouble holding onto the handlebars. 

"I have a broken finger that's not 
healed up too well," the 30-year-old 
Jeff Ward said. "It was cold out there 
and my fingers cramped up. I had to 
back down in the whoops. I think I 
got passed once a lap." 


First Bayle and then Larry Ward 
went by Jeff Ward on the seventh lap 
and began to pursue Matiasevich and 
Stanton. The race was significantly 
settled on the eighth lap when Mati- 
asevich crashed on the face of the finish 
jump, stalling Stanton and allowing 
Bayle to scoot into the lead. Matiase- 
vich rode back to the pits after the race 
and was later carried away on a 
stretcher with a suspected broken leg. 

“I had to get by him (Matiasevich) 
as fast as I could," Stanton said. “1 
knew he (Bayle) was right there.” 

The Honda teammates quickly 
pulled away from Suzuki's Larry 
Ward, making it a two-man race. 
Stanton never let up, but Bayle would 
not be denied and took his first win 
of the year. 

“I didn’t have a very good start and 
I came back and I’m happy with this 
race,” Bayle said. 

Stanton said, “. . . just did the best 








I could tonight. I didn’t feel that 
comfortable. I'll take the second place 
points." 

Larry Ward had moved past Jeff 
Ward on the eighth lap and — though 
Jeff stuck to him briefly — Larry broke 
free and rode without challenge to 
finish third. А 

“Any time you get third behind two 
riders of this caliber you feel really 
good,” Larry Ward said. “I got past 
Jeff early in the race, then he got back 
by me. Once I got comfortable, I rode 
smooth and got third.” 

Kiedrowski, who moved into fourth 
just before the halfway point, had a 
similarly uneventful ride, though he 
wasn't happy about it. 

“I got into fourth and I was trying 
to catch Larry Ward,” the 23-year-old 
Kiedrowski said. “I was doing the 
double he wasn’t. I gained a little at 
the end, but it wasn’t enough.

Cooper finished fifth, though he did 
it the hard way. After what he admitted 
was “not the best of starts,” he was 
13th at the end of the first lap. He 
passed riders in bunches, moving up 
to seventh on the eighth lap before 
getting by Dubach and Jeff Ward to 
take over fifth eight laps from the end. 

Cooper had begun to make a run 
at Kiedrowski but was foiled by a 
lapped rider and couldn’t make it up. 
He said it was a hard track to pass on 
and that he did most of his passing 
in one section from the sand pit 
through the following whoops, “. . . if 
I got set up and didn’t get blocked. 








"Im happy to be in the top five 
when you're riding with 20 good guys. 
I felt good with my riding,” Cooper 
added. 

Like Cooper, Bradshaw had to make 
up for a bad start and the crowd 
monitored his every move approv- 
ingly. Eighteenth at the end of the 
second lap, he moved up a place or 
two a lap by passing riders at every 
opportunity, and moved into eighth 
at the midway point. From there it was 
tougher going. 

He picked off teammate Dubach on 
the 12th lap, then moved past Jeff 
Ward and into sixth three laps from 
the end. Bradshaw was attacking 
Cooper, but ran out of time. Bradshaw 
said he didn’t feel any extra pressure 
about racing in front of his hometown 





fans but that he could hear them 
pulling for him. 

"It was helping me a lot. Unfortu- 
nately, I couldn't do better,” he said. 

Jeff Ward hung оп for seventh, 
Dubach finished eight with Kalos and 
125cc Western Regional Supercross 
Series leader McGrath rounding out 
the top 10, respectively.

Suzuki's Ezra Lusk, of Bainbridge, 
Georgia, got the holeshot in the first 
of two six-lap 125cc heats, with Chad 
Pederson an early second and Swink 
away in fifth. 

Swink was up to third by the halfway 
mark and into second near the end of 
the fourth lap, passing Pederson in a 
whoop section. Swink tested Lusk on 
the sixth lap and passed him when he 
bobbled on the final lap. Barry Carsten 
moved into third on the sixth lap with 
North Carolinian Jimmy Neese taking 
fourth. 

Texan Grayson Goodman led the 
second heat, as Jimmy Button quickly 
moved into second and pulled away 
from DGY teammate Doug Henry in 
third. 

The race was red-flagged when 
Honda-Suzuki Marine's Vince DeVane 
crashed near the finish line on the 
fourth lap, with the race called com- 
pléte and final scoring reverting back 
to lap three. Devane was taken off the 
track on a stretcher with a suspected 
collarbone injury. 

Goodman was given the win, Button 
was a close second with Henry third. 

Team Green's Timmy Ferry won the 
last chance qualifier, never headed, nor 
challenged, from the start of the four- 
lap race. Virginian Shane Templeton 
was second all the way, as was Hayden 
Richards of Ohio in third. The fourth 
and final rider into the feature event 
was Florida's Gary Paul. 

As he had in his heat, Lusk sped 
into the lead at the start of the. main 
with Pedersen second, Button third 
and Henry fourth. Swink was away 
midpack and had to play catch-up. 
Henry crashed early while running 
fourth and remounted to finish 19th. 

Button pulled even with Lusk on the 
fourth lap and took the lead while 
heading for the open end of the 
stadium. With a clear track ahead, 
Button quickly pulled away for a 
seven-second margin of victory over 
runner-up Lusk. 

“Гуе been training really hard all 
week and it paid off," Button said, 
adding that it was because he was the 
quickest through the sand section 
approach to the jumps that he was able 
to pull away. “If you didn't do it right, 
you couldn't do the double. I got it 
right and it put me into the lead. I 
hope the next few races me and Brian 
Swink can swap back and forth." 

Lusk finished second with a com- 
fortable eight-second margin over 
third after mastering the section 
Button had used to take the lead. 

“The track's very technical," he said. 
"It took me a few laps to get the part 
of the track down that Jimmy got. My 
finishes are more consistent lately. I’m 
just trying to finish in the top three 
and get some good points.” 

Swink was slow to move to the front 
as lapped riders slowed his advance. 
Sixth after five laps, Swink moved up 
to fifth on the seventh circuit and into 
fourth when Pedersen crashed near the 
midway point. It wasn't until the 11th 
lap that Swink was able to pass Ferry 
and by then the top two were too far 
gone. 

"Im happy with the way I rode," 
Swink said. “1 got a bad start and got 
behind a few slower guys. By the time 
I got into third those guys were gone. 














I was looking for them to see if I could 
catch them. If not, I was going to ride 
for third because the championship is 
what I want.” 

Ferry held onto fourth, Pederson was 
fifth, and Mike Brown was sixth. cN

Reynard near-perlect 
at Lake Whitney

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, MAR. 6-8 
ourteen-year-old Robbie Reynard 
F came within one win of a perfect 
weekend after posting five class 
wins out of six tries at the GNC Finals 
at Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch. The 
Oklahoman scored three out of four 
overall wins in the highly competitive 
Intermediate classes and two in the 
equally tough 125 and 250cc Open 
divisions aboard his fleet of Team 
Green/Fox  Racing/Pro-Circuit/ 
Scott/Dunlop-backed Kawasakis. 

After racing a total of 12 motos, 10 
of which he won, Reynard found 
words hard to come by, but he did have 
enough energy left to say, “I was 
getting pretty tired there towards the 
end, especially in my last race. But I'm 
really happy how things turned out." 

The only rider who managed to cross 
the finish line ahead of Reynard in any 
of the 12 motos was Californian Craig 
Decker, who topped Reynard twice. 
Decker also foiled Reynard’s would-be 
perfect overall record, besting Rey- 
nard’s 3-1 tally with a winning 1-2 
performance in the 250cc Stock Inter- 
mediate class. 

"Robbie's really tough," said 
Decker, who competed in every class 
that Reynard did. “He sets a good, fast 
pace that’s hard to do anything about.” 

Despite winning five classes, Rey- 
nard wasn't the fastest rider of the 


weekend. That honor went to the two 
Expert class winners — Dennis Haw- 
thorne and Jason Edwards. Haw- 
thorne, a native of Texas and a 
National MX Series veteran, scored the 
125cc Expert class win, while Edward: 
another Texan, did the deed in the 
250cc division. 

“I just felt real good in the 125cc 
class, but I couldn’t get it together in 
the 250cc class," said Hawthorne, who 
finished third in the 250cc division 
behind Edwards and runner-up Terry 
Tinney. “In the second (250cc) moto, 
Edwards let it hang out a little bit 
farther than I wanted to.” 

“This is the only (Amateur) 
National I’ve never won,” said 
Edwards after clinching the 250cc class 
championship with a second-moto 
win. “1 got the start I needed in the 
second moto, and the fans hanging 
over the fence cheering me on helped 
pump me ир.” 

Edwards is a third generation racer; 
His grandfather, Ted Edwards Sr. won 
several National dirt track races and 
finished second in the 1947 Daytona 
200 in a career that spanned from the 
late '30s to the early '50s. His father, 
Ted Edwards jr., who now operates 
a Kawasaki dealership, was a profes: 
sional dirt track racer in the "70s. 

In the Mini (85cc) division, Loui-

sana’s Kevin Windham was the big 
‘winner, racking up three class wins. 
The Team Green racer went three-for- 
three in the Mini Open (7-16), Senior 
(12-13) and. Stock (12-13) classes. 
Kansan Robbie Skaggs was the only 
other multi-class winner in the Mini 
ranks, scoring first-place trophies in 
the Senior (14-16) and Stock (14-16) 
divisions on his Team Green- 
supported Kawasakis. 

Eleven-year-old Ricky Carmichael, 
another Team Green rider, blew away 
all comers in the Mini Stock (7-11) 
class, while Suzuki-mounted Jacob 
Martin topped the Mini Junior (7-11) 
division. 

A grand total of 949 entry forms were 
filled out for this year's first major 
gathering of some of the country’s top 
amateur motocross racers, but accord- 
ing to GNOC's Jerry Surber, rider 
attendance was down approximately 
100 entries compared to previous Lake 
Whitney GNC events. 

“We've had a lot of rain in Texas 
the past week and I think that scared 
a lot of people away,” said Surber. “А 
lot of people thought the track would 
be under water.” 

Rain was on everyone’s mind going 
into the weekend, but sunny skies 
prevailed for the most part. Friday and 
Saturday were clear, but Sunday 
dawned cloudy and cool with rain 
falling during the last few motos. 

Friday's racing featured the 
Beginner classes only, followed by an 
open practice session for Saturday and 
Sunday's competitors. 

The racing format was simple — one 
moto in each class was run on 
Saturday and the second on Sunday. 
Riders with the lowest combined moto 
finishes were declared the overall class 
winne Ties were broken by the 
highest finish in the second moto. 

A few classes needed two divisions 
to accommodate the 36-rider starting 
gate. The first 15 riders in each division 
(A & B) automatically “qualified” for 
Sunday's second moto. The remaining 
riders in each division raced against 
each other in a single consolation race 
at the end of the day, with the top six 
riders in that race qualifying for 
Sunday's second moto. Thurty-five 
motos were run on Saturday (includ- 
ing consolation, races) and 32 on 
Sunday. Races varied between four to 
six laps, while the Experts ran nine 
laps. On Sunday, one lap was added 
to each class. 

Reynard’s wins came in the 125 and 
250cc Modified Intermediate and 125cc 
Stock Intermediate, and the 125 and 
250cc Open (available to intermediate 
or less classified riders) classes. The 
only class Reynard competed in that 
he didn't win was the 250cc Stock 
Intermediate class, where a poor jump 
off the starting gate in the first moto

effectively cost him the overall vic- 
tory. Decker won that moto, while 
Reynard laboréd up to third. Reynard 
came back Sunday and led from start 
to finish in the second moto, but it 
wasn't enough, as Decker chased him 
all the way in second, and clinched 
the class win with a 1-2 over Reynard's 
3-1. 

The only other moto Reynard didn't 
win was Saturday's 125cc Stock Inter- 
mediate race, where he, again, got off 
to a slow start and then crashed on 
the first lap. After passing early leader 
Jason McCormick, Decker scored the 
moto win, while Reynard chased down 
second after passing McCormick late 
in the race. On Sunday, Reynard 
grabbed the holeshot and roosted away 
for the win and class victory, while it 
was Decker’s turn to play catch-up 
after a so-so start. However, Decker 
couldn't move up as well as Reynard 
did in the first moto and had to settle 
for fifth in the moto and third overall. 
Suzuki support rider David Pingree, 
from Arizona, ended up second overall 
via a 4-2 combination. 

For the most part, Reynard ruled the 
Intermediate class motos, while Decker 
usually chased in second. Arguably the 
third fastest rider in the Intermediate 
class was Pingree, who finished second 
in the 125cc Stock class, third in the 
250cc Stock and fourth in the 125cc 
Intermediate classes. His best moto 
finishes were two second-place rides, 
one in the 125cc Intermediate division 
A battle on Saturday and the other in 
the second 250cc Intermediate race on 
Sunday. 

Pingree’s Suzuki teammate Joey 
Pratt was also a threat, as he was 
usually a front-runner in the Interme- 
diate races. Pratt, another Texan, put 
together his best ride in the 125cc 
Intermediate class where he finished 
third in the first division A moto and 
second place in the second moto, 
giving him second overall to Rey- 
nard's 1-1. Pratt also looked good in 
the second 125cc Intermediate Stock 
class on Sunday, where he ran second 
to Reynard the entire moto, but a crash 
during Saturday's first moto cost him 
in the overall standings where he 
finished out of the top 10. 

Another consistent front-runner in 
the Intermediate classes was Honda- 
mounted Jason McCormick, who, at 
one time, led both Decker and Reynard 
for the first three laps in the first 125cc 
Intermediate Stock moto, which was 
perhaps McCormick’s single-best out- 
ing of the weekend. He ended up third 
in that moto behind winner Decker 
and Reynard.’ A fifth on Sunday, 
however, knocked McCormick to 
fourth in the overall standings. His 
best overall finish came in the 125cc 
Intermediate class where he finished 
third overall with a 3-3 tally.

Another rider who finished a respec- 
table third overall in one of the 
Intermediate classes was Kawasaki 
rider R.C. Bennett. The Californian 
landed fourth in the first 250cc Inter- 
mediate moto after dicing with third- 
place finisher Anthony Pocorobba and 
fifth-place Eric Edwards, while Rey- 
nard and Suzuki rider Mike Metzger 
ran away in first and second, 
respectively. 

In the second moto, Bennett again 
landed fourth behind Reynard, Decker 
and Suzuki-mounted Joey Moore. 
Bennett's 4-4 tally was enough for third 
overall behind Reynard's 1-1 and 
Decker's 6-2. 


Kawasaki Team Green's Jason 
Edwards was the rider to beat in the 
250cc Expert class. In the first moto, 
Edwards led from start to finish, 
despite an early challenge by Roy 
Schellenberger, who held second for 
two laps before dropping back and 
eventually finishing fourth. 

Slipping into second was a home- 
state favorite, Terry Tinney. The 
Honda rider moved into second on the 
third lap but found too much distance 
between himself and the leader, 
Edwards, to make up in the nine-lap 
race. Tinney settled for the runner-up 
spot, while Californian Ray Crumb 
slipped his Kawasaki Team Green KX

into third. Finishing right on Schel- 
lenberger’s rear fender was another 
local favorite, Dennis Hawthorne, who 
was llth off the starting line. 

In Sunday's deciding second moto, 
it was Tinney grabbing the holeshot 
ahead of Hawthorne and first-moto 
winner Edwards. On the third lap, 
Edwards motored around the outside 
of Hawthorne and took over second. 
He then slowly reeled in Tinney, 
setting the stage for a dramatic last- 
lap pass for the lead. 

Just after taking the white flag and 
Tinney having to change his line to 
get around a lapped rider, the duo went 
side-by-side into a fast, left-hand 
sweeping turn, and the two riders 
bumped handlebars. Edwards came 
out of the turn in the lead. 

"I think I'm going to have a talk 
with that lapped rider," said Tinney 
afterwards. “Не moved over on me and 
I had no place to go, and Jason took 
advantage of that. That's racing, I 
guess." 

Edwards roosted his Team Green/ 
Bell/Cott/Answer/Pro-Circuit/ 
Dunlop-backed Kawasaki across the 
finish line for the win ahead Tinney, 
Hawthorne and Tommy Clowers. 

"Terry made no mistakes today," 
said Edwards. "But he did make a 
mistake yesterday by telling me that 
he got tired after eight laps in the first 
moto. I thought about that the whole 
race (second moto) and waited. He rode 
real good, though.” 

Hawthorne said, “I have no expla- 
nation, they (Edwards and Tinney) 
were going awfully good. I didn't fight 
too hard with Edwards because I knew 
he was going for the overall and I was 
out of it.” ` 

Hawthorne came back and blew 
everybody away in the first 125cc 
Expert moto on his Sammy White’s 
Kawasaki City/LCS/Race Tech/CTi/ 
Sunstar/RK/Shoei/Answer/Scott/ 
Dunlop-sponsored KX125. The 28- 
year-old Texan blew into the lead as 
soon as the gate dropped and went 
unchallenged throughout the nine-lap 
moto. 

The only rider who kept within 
eyeshot of Hawthorne was Tinney, 
who ran second the whole way, while 
Honda rider Tim Hodes passed 
Kawasaki-mounted Cory Keeney on 
the last lap for third. Rounding out 
the top five was Crumb. 

Edwards ended up sixth after a bad 
start. “I started off 32nd after I got stuck 
in the gate," said Edwards. “It was 
tough to catch up.” 











However, Edwards redeemed him- 
self on Sunday by imitating Haw- 
thorne’s Saturday-winning perfor- 
mance. Edwards grabbed the holeshot 
and never looked back, scoring an easy 
win. Hawthorne gated in second but 
knew he didn’t need to pass Edwards 
to clinch the overall, so he let Edwards 
go and sewed up the class champion- 
ship with a distant second. Crumb 
finished third and, combined with his 
first-moto fourth, netted third overall. 

“I got the start that I needed to run 
with those guys,” said Crumb. “You 
need to get a good start to have a 
chance.” 

Fourth in the moto was yet another 
Texan, Billy Whitley. Unfortunately 
for Whitley, problems in the first moto 
relegated the -Honda rider to 10th 
overall. 

"Im pretty happy," said Haw- 
thorne. “I hurt my knee a while back 
go-kart racing and my arm at an 
arenacross, so I'm glad I did as well 
as I did." 

In the 125 and 250cc Open classes, 
Reynard was unstoppable, although 
both Pratt and Decker gave it their best 
shots. 

Pratt was the early leader in both 
125cc motos. On Saturday, the Suzuki 
rider led until he crashed on the third 
lap and dropped to fourth behind 
Reynard, Decker and Clint Latham. 
Reynard went on to win the moto, just 
a few yards ahead of Decker. Latham 
finished a close third, followed by Pratt 
and Greg Schnell. 

“I just hung back and waited for 
Joey to make a mistake; he. makes a 
lot of mistakes," said Reynard. “But 
my arms pumped up and I started to 
make some mistakes, too.” 

The second moto, again, saw Pratt 
lead for two laps until he overshot a 
berm, letting Reynard slip by again. 
Аз Pratt tried to regain momentum 
down the next straight Decker also got 
by. 

Reynard went on to finish comfor- 
tably ahead of the runner-up, Decker 
and third-place Pratt. Fourth was 
Metzger, while Latham rounded out 
the top five. Overall it went: Reynard 
(1-1), Decker (2-2), Pratt (4-3), Latham 
(3-4) and Schnell (5-6). 

The outcome of the 250cc Open class 
wasn't decided until the last lap of the 
last moto. Reynard, Decker and 
Metzger finished 1-2-3 in the first moto 
with Reynard leading all the way. But 
in the second moto, it was Decker 
grabbing the holeshot ahead of Rey- 
nard; Metzger gated sixth but was third

by the second lap. However, Decker 
and Reynard were already long gone 
at that point, involved in a dogfight 
for the lead that would ultimately 
decide the class championship. 

Decker led Reynard past the white 
flag but couldn't do the same at the 
checkered flag, as Reynard emerged 
out of the back side of the track leading 
the way. 

“I got a bad start and I was pretty 
tired," said Reynard after what was his 
12th and last moto of the weekend. “1 
wasn't sure I was going to catch him." 

“I tried a different line and went 
inside in а turn, but he went outside 
and got by me,” said Decker. “He had 
a good pace and fought back.” 

Metzger finished third for third 
overall, while Jeremy Meulman (4-5), 
Dane Hillery (8-4) and Homer Wools- 
layer (5-7) rounded out the top six 
overall. 

Kevin Windham, like Reynard, also 
came within one moto of a perfect 
record. Out of the three classes that he 
entered and won — the Minibike Stock 
(12-13), Senior (12-13) and Open (7-16) 
— the Team Green/Maxima/AXO/ 
Dunlop/Renthal/Scott-backed rider 
led every lap in every moto, except one. 
'The only moto that he didn't win, or 
at least lead at one time, was in the 
Open class, where Robbie Skaggs 
finished ahead of the 13-year-old 
speedster. But Windham came back in 
round two to score the second-moto 
victory and the Open class overall. 

“The Open class is tough; it's so 
competitive," said Windham. “Every- 
body can race in in, it doesn’t matter 
how old you are." 

In the other two classes — Minibike 
Stock (12-13) and Senior (12-13) — 
Windham was never headed, leading 
every lap in every moto. 

Skaggs ended up going 1-2 for 
second overall in the Open division, 
while Brad Woolsey (4-3) and Ricky 
Carmichael (3-6), who had injured his 
hip in a fall while leading another race 
earlier in the day on Sunday, rounded 
out the top five. 

In the Minibike Senior class, the 
only rider able to keep within sight 
of Windham was Kawasaki rider Jason 
Partridge, who finished second in both 
motos for second overall. Third overall 
with а 4-4 tally was Erick Vellejo. 
Shaun Perolio (4-7) and Dustin Nelson 
(7-6) filled out the top five overall, 
respectively. 

Once again, Windham was 
untouchable in the Minibike Stock (12- 
13) class. He comfortably won both 








motos over runner-up. Partridge, who 
went 2-2. Suzuki rider Charley Bogard : 
kept Partridge honest in the first moto 
by finishing a close third, and a fifth 
on Sunday netted him third overall. 
Vallejo was fourth overall, ahead of 
Dustin Nelson and Ryan Clark. 

Skaggs, the only rider other than 
Windham to win more than one 
Minibike class, dominated the Senior 
(14-16) and Stock (14-16) divisions. 
The Team Green/Scott/PJ1/Tsu- 
baki/AXO/Sunstar-sponsored rider 
never saw the back of anyone's jersey, 
as he led from start to finish in all four 
motos. Andy Bowyer followed Skaggs 
across the finish line in both Stock (14- 
16) motos for second overall. In the 
Senior (14-16) class, Bowyer, again, 
was second to Skaggs in the first moto 
but lost out to runner-up Brad Woolsey 
in the second moto. Woolsey (3-2) 
bumped Bowyer (2-3) back to third 
overall. But it was still Skaggs the 
champ with a 1-1. 

Ricky Carmichael outclassed his ` 
Minibike Stock (7-11) competitors, as 
he easily walked away with both 
motos. He also looked to be a sure 
winner in the Minibike Junior (7-11) 
class after smoking everyone in the first 
moto. But while leading the second . 
race, Carmichael landed sideways off 
a jump, crashed, injured his hip and 
was unable to finish the moto. Dago 
Racing's Suzuki-mounted Jacob Mar- 
tin, who finished second in the first 
Junior moto, ended up winning the 
second moto as well as the class 
championship. Another Suzuki rider 
Jerry Aleman (3-2) was the Junior 
runner-up. He also finished second to 
Carmichael in the Stock (7-11) class. 

Martin's good fortune wouldn't 
hold out much longer, however. A few 
motos after clinching the Minibike 
Junior (7-11) class championship, he 
crashed hard over a jump while 
competing in the Minibike Open class. 
He suffered a concussion in the fall but 
was otherwise okay. 

There was plenty of action in the 
two Teeny Mini 50cc classes. In the 
Stock division, Dusty Fountain scored 
the overall victory with a perfect 1-1 
score. Fountain led all but one lap in 
the first moto, but had to come back 
from a fifth-place start in the second 
moto, passing Ross Garcia on the last 
lap. Chad Cook ended up second 
overall with a 2-3, and Garcia was third 
with a 5-2. Rounding out the top five 
were Robby Shinn and Logan 
Williams. 

In the Modified division Johner 
Faulkner went home with the first- 
place trophy with a 2-1 showing. The 
runner-up was Garcia, followed by 
Shinn, Williams and Aaron Johnson, 
in that order. 

Dee Wood was undeniably the fastest 
in the Ladies class. The Team Green/ 
LCS/Shoei/Answer/FMF/Motul/ 
RK/Scott-backed rider easily won the 
first moto on Saturday, but crashed 
later in the day while competing in 
a consolation race in the 125cc Novice 
class. Wood suffered an elbow injury 
and could not finish the race. 

“Two riders crashed in front of me 
and I plowed right into them," said 
Wood. “I got my arm stuck in the rear 
wheel of my bike. It was pretty scary.” 

Despite the badly swollen elbow, 
Wood came back on Sunday and 
finished out the second moto of the 
Ladies class with another win, clinch- 
ing the overall. Cindy Cole and Nadine 
Holbert swapped 2-3 moto scores after 
a close second-moto battle, with Cole 
coming out on top of that battle. Kristy 
Shealy (5-4) and Tammy Slay (4-5) 
rounded out the top five. 

Freddie Mitchell dominated the 
popular 125cc Novice class. After 
winning Saturday's first moto in 











division A over runner-up Todd 
Claborn, Mitchell came back in Sun- 
day’s final moto and scored a wire-to- 
wire victory, ahead of runner-up Jack 
Brassfield. Mitchell's 1-1 tally gave 
him the overall victory, while Greg 
Schnell, who won Saturday’s division 
B moto and finished third on Sunday, 
snagged second overall. Brassfield was 
third overall with 5-2 moto finishes. 

In the Mini Mini (60cc) Senior (9-

Childress chews up Muddy Creek

teve Childress won three out of 
S four motos to sweep the 125 and 

250cc A class victories at Muddy 
Creek Raceway. In addition to earning 
a set of tires from the day’s sponsor 
Dunlop, Childress pocketed $455 in 
purse money plus $600 in Suzuki 
contingency awards. 

“This is great,” said Childress. “It 
was worth the six-hour drive from 
West Virginia." 

Childress’ triumph is all the more 
amazing considering his state of health 
last year. In May, the week after he 
‘won the Suzuki Eastern Continental 
Championship at Muddy Creek, Chil- 
dress broke his back. Three months 
later he still wasn’t fully healed when 
he crashed into a large boulder, bruised 
his liver and ended up in the hospital 
for a week. 

A record 628 entrants from 14 states, 
some who came from as far as Pen- 
nsylvania, Wisconsin, Michigan, Ala- 
bama and Florida, were on hand for 
the opening round of the Pizza Plus 
AMA Southeastern Regional MX 
Championship Series. This year the 
series has been expanded to 16 races 
at tracks in Tennessee, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Virginia and Kentucky. The 
four Japanese factories have posted 
$454,000 in contingencies for the series, 
and at the opening round Dunlop tires 
were awarded to all class winners. 





In the first 125cc A moto Chad 
Lough, mounted on a Bare Bros.- 
backed Suzuki, grabbed the holeshot 
with Pennsylvanian Damien Plotts, 
Childress and Mike Padgett closely 
following. At the end of lap one, Billy 
Cox had muscled his Mark IV Yamaha 
into third behind Lough and Plotts, 
who were dueling out front. About the 
time that Plotts got around Lough to 
take the lead, Childress started his 
march toward the front and passed 
Cox, taking Padgett along for the ride. 
Childress then surprised Lough to 
make the running order Plotts, Chil- 
dress, Lough, Padgett and Cox. 

As lap three began, one of the 125cc 
B class riders running simultaneously 
with the 125cc A class, dropped his 
machine at the top of the stairstep 
jumps. Lough had no place to go and 
went down himself, smashing his hand 
and retiring for the rest of the moto. 
Lough later opted to pack up and hit 
the road, hoping to recuperate in time 
for the Charlotte Supercross. 

' With Lough’s elimination, Chil- 
dress was able to easily move in front, 
leaving Plotts, Cox, Padgett and Bare 


. Bros.-backed Jim Chester to fight it out 


for the remaining positions. At the flag 
the scorecard showed Childress with 
the win over Plotts, Chester, Padgett 
and Cox. 

The second moto saw Childress lead 





from start to finish. Plotts hung on 
to second until late in the race when 
a hard-charging Chester and Cox both 
dropped him to fourth. Virginian 
Shane Templeton also worked his way 
around Plotts to secure fourth place 
at the finish. 

In the opening 250cc A class moto, 
first-year A rider Jay Hayes, who was 
moved up from the B class because of 
his 1991 MegaSeries second-place 
finish, ripped off the start to grab the 
holeshot and held off Childress and 
Chester until the woods section three- 
fourths of a lap later. Shortly after- 
ward, Hayes hit the dirt and was 
unable to continue. Childress dumped 
his Suzuki on lap two, allowing 
Chester to blast into the lead. Childress 
resumed the race in sixth, and from 
then on, rode hard to get back to his 
finishing positon of second behind 
Chester. 

"When I crashed, I ended up with 
no brakes,” said Childress. “I couldn't 
have stopped if I'd had to.” 

The finishing order was Chester, 
Childress, Pennsylvanian Gaylon 
Dixon, Cox, and 1991 MegaSeries 25+ 
A champ Rock Wood. 


The second moto saw Childress out - 


front from the start hounded by 
Chester and Cox. Chester pressured 
Childress until the halfway point of 
the race, when he muscled to the front. 














But Childress was up to the challenge, 
and on the last lap saw his chance to 
return the favor, reclaiming the point 
and the win. 

“I got passed on the last lap of the 
last moto of the day,” said Chester, 
shaking his head. “This winter I didn't 
ride at all, and my arms aren't ready. 
I just couldn't hang on." 

Cox finished third for the same 
position overall, and Templeton's 
fourth-place finish earned him fifth 
overall. 

Ron Jones, backed by Atlas Honda/ 
Yamaha of Bristol, Tennessee, walked 
away with three Dunlop tires for his 
wins in the Open Amateur, 25* A and 
30+ A classes. Last year Jones emerged 
from a seven-year racing hiatus neces- 
sitated by marriage and children to 
finish fifth in the 30+ A class for the 
MegaSeries. This year Jones is serious. 
He's dropped 30 pounds and, accord- 
ing to guys who raced against him in 
the early 80s, is faster than ever. 

He certainly surprised Open class, 
favorite Chris Shortridge, who had the 
power to keep up with Jones on the 
straights but was clearly outclassed 
through the corners. During his earlier 
days, Jones was known for his corner- 
ing ability, and he hasn’t lost the 
touch. 

Jones’ brother, Kerry, claimed the 
holeshot in the first 30+ A moto despite 
claims that he would “ride easy" to 
save the ribs he broke in Florida in 
an effort to gather MegaSeries points. 

“I figured if I could stay out front, 
I wouldn't get hurt," explained Kerry. 
“Then Ron tried to pass on the first 
lap and turned himself into a berm. 
I realized it could have been me, so 
I backed off. When he worked his way 
back up through the pack and wanted 
to pass me again, I let him." 

Ron took the hard-won moto victory 
and paired it with a second-moto 
breeze to the checkered flag, for the 
overall win. Kerry ended up seventh 
overall, broken ribs and all. 

In the first 25* A class moto, Ron 
Jones led from start to finish. Gerald 
Wood, David Mack of Flint, Michigan, 
Rock Wood and Jeff Dodgen filled out 
the top five spots. 

Gerald Wood got the holeshot in the 
second moto, taking along 1991 Meg- 
aSeries 25* B champion Doug Mohr 
for interference as Ron Jones breathed 
down his neck. As the laps wound 
down, so did Mohr as he faded well 
back in the pack. Jones dispatched 
Wood in a corner and motored on for 
his sixth moto win of the day. 

Matt Maximoff devastated the 29- 
rider Senior Mini class, powering into 
the lead early in both motos and 
distancing himself from the field by 
up to 10 seconds. The 15-year-old from 
Brighton, Michigan, also bedeviled the 
Schoolboy class, pushing the same 
Suzuki RM80 ridden in the Senior 
Mini class to two fourth-place finishes, 
good for third overall. 

“We probably won’t get back here 
until Top Gun in the fall," said 
Maximoff. "I hate to miss the Meg- 
aSeries, but it's just too long a drive.” 
Dozens of young riders will no doubt 
be relieved. 

Jimmy Briggs, sponsored by Jim's 
Motorcycles Sales, Gear and Power 
Mist, and Fayetteville Cycle-backed 
Shane Berryhill battled for the top spot 
in each Schoolboy moto. It all boiled 
down to technique, since their new 
Hondas seemed so evenly matched. 
Briggs scooted past the checkers first 
to win moto one, followed half a blink 
later by Berryhill. 

Berryhill blasted into the lead at the 
start of moto two while Briggs and 
Maximoff quickly hooked up behind 
him. For half the moto, Maximoff 
nipped at Briggs' heels, worrying him

in every corner like a frenzied terrier. 
However, cubic centimeters prevailed, 
and Briggs gradually opened up a 
length or two on Maximoff. Maximoff 
suffered a further setback when Danny 
Haynes squirted past on the last Јар, 
dropping him to fourth. By then, 
Berryhill was out of reach for Briggs 
and flew over the finish line tabletop 
for the moto win and the overall 
victory. 

In the competitive 125cc B class, 
Nathan Ramsey’s Mark IV Suzuki 
carried him from double holeshots to 
double moto wins for a solid victory, 
but no other rider finished in the same 
positions in the two motos. Moto one 
saw Briggs parlay his excellent start 
into a third place finish behind Todd 
Huffstetler. Scott Graves and Berryhill 
rounded out the top five. 

In moto two, crashes were the 
determining factor in many rider's 
finishing positions. While Ramsey 
stayed up to take the win, Jason 
Stewart, who finished seventh in the 
first moto, set the track on fire and on 
the last lap was reeling Ramsey in. 

"Luckily for me that was the last 
lap," said Ramsey. “As fast as he was 
coming on, it would have been really 
hard to hold him off for another lap." 

Finishing third was Tim Hodock, 
who pulled out of moto one when he 
set his foot down while negotiating a 
series of ruts and aggravated an ankle 
injury. 

Huffstetler's fall in the moto sent 
him all the, way back to 21st at the 
finish. Briggs gated just behind Ram- 
sey but dropped his machine and 
watched half the pack blow by before 
he remounted for a 12th-place finish. 
Graves watched Briggs fall, but on the 
next lap he hit the wrong rut and was 
sprawled out on the track. He slowly 
recovered to finish 14th. Berryhill also 
fell, but was able to salvage 
seventh. CN

Hamel soars at the Saucer Run

ational Hare & Hound Champion 
№: Hamel roosted a field of 

National-caliber riders with an 
impressive six-minute margin of 
victory at the Invaders M.C.'s 23rd 
running of the Saucer Run Hare & 
Hound. “Т was first to the bomb, 
stretched out a lead, had no problems 


and was first to the finish. I just 
roosted,” said the Kawasaki Team 
Green racer shortly after taking the 
checkered flag. 

At 9 a.m. the start banner dropped 
for a 90-mile, two-loop spin through 
Lucerne Valley. With Mother Nature 
providing perfect soil conditions, and 


a dust-free day, it was a crazy sprint 
to the bomb. As the first wave of riders 
battled, it was still the usuals up front. 
Hamel flew past the bomb with Team 
Green teammate Paul Krause scratch- 
ing at his back. Ted Hunnicutt, Don 
Griewe, Dave Ondas and Ty Davis 
were seconds down with first 250cc 
rider Jimmy Lewis right behind. 

First to the bomb in the Amateur 
wave was Ron Peters followed by Dale 
Trubby Jr. and Mike Edmones. 

Across the first valley, Hamel used 
the speed that made him a National 
champ and quickly started putting 
time on the field. Krause was feeling 
the effects of the flu and maintained 
second with Hunnicutt, Ondas and the 
two ATKs of Griewe and Davis push- 
ing him. Midway through the loop 
Krause slipped back to fourth place 
and soon encountered problems. “I 
flew into a ditch and dug the bike into 
the ground," said Krause. “It pitched 
me off, so I called it a day.” 

Hunnicutt ran into problems about 
the same time. “I dug my foot into 
some deep sand and twisted my knee, 
so I couldn't go on either,” said 
Hunnicutt. 

The race was losing front-runners 
fast, as Griewe's ATK four-stroke 
seized a little later on in the loop. 
During all of this, Davis moved up to 
second and Ondas held third. 

A battle for the 250cc class started 
to heat up, as the number one and two 
riders, Lewis and Dan Richardson, 
started to trade places. "I was just 
riding a comfortable pace and Dan 
blew by me in some sand whoops,” 
said Lewis. 

Lewis and Richardson traded places 
five more times on the first loop till 
about a mile from the pits when 
Richardson ran out of gas. “1 had to 
push about 100 yards till someone from 
my club came and gave me some gas. 
I had a blast racing with Jimmy, we 
were going real fast," said Richardson. 

Jeff Capt had the 125cc class beat 
and was battling with Vet class leader 
Kenny Parry on a Kawasaki KX250. 

As Hamel made his way out from 
pit row, the next bike was still coming 
across the valley. It was still Davis in 








second followed by Ondas, Lewis, 
ATK's John Rudder, and a refueled 
Richardson heading out to a more 
technical second loop. 

As the Amateurs made it to the pits, 
it was Dale Trubby Jr. who had taken 
the lead with a charging Edmones 
close behind. 

While Hamel stretched his lead, 
Rudder had other plans for the 250cc 
class. He was stalking Lewis and 
finally caught him halfway through 
the loop when Lewis ran into trouble. 
"All my pipe springs came off and the 
impact from jumping across a ditch 
finally took it off," said Lewis. 

Lewis kicked the pipe back into 
place and got going right in front of 
Rudder. Rudder made his move and 
took over first 250, as Lewis worked 
to keep his pipe on the bike. 

"About five miles from the finish 
John fell over and I was able to get 
past," said Lewis. “I just.kept riding 
till we were going across a dry lake 
and I thought they would blow right 
past me. I guess I made up some time 
in the rocks," said Lewis. 

When the checkered flag fell it was 
Team Green/Answer/Metzeler/ 
Shoei/F&L Fuel/RK/Back Canteen/ 
Maxima-sponsored Hamel first by six- 
minutes. "No problem, what'can I 
say?" said Hamel. “I liked the second 
loop." 

Next through the finish shoot was 
Davis on his ATK 604 with a charging 
Ondas right behind. “I just rode and 
watched the others fall out," said 
Ondas. 

His KTM. sounding like an old 
Bultaco, Lewis brought his 250 into 
the finish with the pipe hanging away 
from the cylinder. “Everyone just had 
bad luck and I came out ahead," said 
Lewis. 

About 30 seconds back Rudder 
crossed the line for second 250 and a 
close third was Richardson. 

First Vet rider Parry made it into the 
finish followed closely by first 125cc 
rider Capt. “Т had to race with Capt 
all day. It was fun, though, with no 
dust," said Parry. 

Billy Fullmer and Brent Farrel 
rounded out the top 10. 





John Rudder was fifth O/A, second 250. : 


District 38’s Johnny Campbell fin- 
ished 11th followed by Vet Open class 
winner David Grahan. “I passed a few 
other Vets on the second loop. But they. 
were all working on their bikes, it was 
not real passes. But I'll take them 
anyway," said Graham. 

In a late race charge, Greg Herwig 
displaced first Senior Richard Jackson 
going into the checkered flag and 
sliding past all the scorekeepers in the 
process. 

First Amateur to finish was Down- 
hill's Suspension-sponsored Rick 
Moniot. The runner-up was Eric 
Fekkes, followed by a disappointed 
Corey Mitchel, who would only say, 
"Don't ask." 

Fourth went to John Parks and 
Dustin Householder rounded out the 
top five. Chris Keefer put another 
strong performance in on his 125 to 
grab sixth overall and a class win. 

In the Women's class it was Chris- 
tine Ogren edging out rival Viki Scott, 
who took a spill on the first loop. 

In the Novice class it was a happy 
Dallas Sterling with the win on his 
Honda World-backed XR600 four- 
stroke. “I was back about 30th at the 
bomb, but I moved up quickly and 
finally won one,” said Sterling. 

Sterling was followed closely by 
Gerald Leighton and Bill Diaz whose 
bike was, “Ready to die," at the finish. 
“T loved the second loop, but my bike 
wouldn’t go in the fast stuff, so I 
needed the rocks to pass the countless 
riders that I did,” said Diaz. 

Josh Meehan was first 250cc Novice 
in fourth. 

Taking the one-loop overall honors 
was Super Senior Amateur Clint 
Swaffon, who said, “I’m 55 and one 
loop is enough.”’ He edged out George 
Scott, who said, “I got smoked

that echos around the pit areas of 

southern California speedway 
tracks. When he is around, fans, fellow 
riders and officials know it. The 
boisterous rider makes a lot of noise 
and says exactly what is on his mind 
whether it leaves his listeners happy 
or otherwise. Steve Lucero does not 
kiss butt! 

Lucero also happens to be one of 
the most decorated riders in American 
speedway history. Among others, 
trophies from the United States 
National Championship (1988), Cali- 
fornia State Championship (1985 & 
1989) and AMA Points Championship 
(1985) reside on a mantle piece in his 
Riverside, California, home. 

On an unusually warm day in late 
February, Lucero journeyed to the 
famous Ken Maely Ranch in Corona, 
California, for a practice session. 
While there, he pulled off his helmet, 
grabbed a bottle of water and patiently 
answered questions concerning his 
career and the sport of speedway 
racing.

You have raced speedway for a long 
time. How long? 

I started when I was 10 years old back 
in 1974. I rode Junior Speedway until 
I was 14. From 14 to 16, I rode outlaw 
racing in Hanford and the middle of 
California. I gained a lot of experience 
there racing with Dubb Ferrell and 
John Cook. 

At 14 you were riding against Ferrell, 
Cook and other top pros? 

Yes, I was. I lied about my age. It 
helped out pretty good. 

You started racing speedway in 1974. 
That is quite a long time ago. You 
are only 27 now, correct? 

Yeah, I turned 27 in June. In this June 
coming up, I think I will be 28 
(laughing). 1 am not sure. We will see. 
What year did you come south to race? 


I moved down here when I was 16, so - 


1980 or 1981. The day I turned 16 I 
moved. 

Why did you come down here at such 
a young age? 

I could progress quicker. I had better 
opportunities down here to make a 
little bit more money and have a good 
time. 

You did pretty well right from the time 
you got here. For some speedway riders 
it takes time to be competitive in 
southern California. Why did you do 
so well, so quickly? 

I really don't know. It is hard to 
explain. The money down here makes 
you ride better. You know it is there 
so you ride harder. I always knew that 
I had the ability to ride well. It is just 
the experience that you need. When 
I first came down here, I knew who 
was down here. The best! You can only 
learn from the best. Right now I am 
happy to be where I am because of that 
(riding against the best). 

These days some of the newer riders 
may look up at you as one of the best. 
I hope some day they do. It is hard 
to get that from people. I think a lot 
of people who admire my riding are 
not really the young ones. People who 
are coming up from motocross and 
stuff like that. They kind of pick me 
outand see my riding. It is basic riding. 
I don't hang off the bike that much. 
І am pretty much like a Michael Bast. 
Ride smooth. 

You are not what most people picture 
when they think of a speedway rider. 
What I mean is, most speedway riders 
are pretty compact. You are a big guy. 
How big are you? 


Well, I am not too big, but I am bigger 
than any other rider. I am not the 
typical speedway rider, but Barry 
Briggs, Rick Woods and Alan Chris- 
tian were not typical speedway riders 
either. They were tall and bigger riders. 
It helps me in certain ways, too. I feel 
you don't have to be a 5'6" 140-pound 
speedway rider to compete down here. 
Do you consider your size to be an 
advantage or disadvantage? 

It is both. I have a disadvantage on 
the larger tracks because I give up a 
lot of horsepower because of my size. 
I don't have that much of a disadvan- 
tage on the small tracks. I think 
sometimes I have an advantage on 
people because the track is so small 
and you have to get that traction soon. 
You have not had many injuries. Is 
this a result of your size, physical 
training or experience on the track? 

I think it is all of them. I have not 
had any serious injuries yet — knock 
on wood. Most of all I don't snivel 
about the minor ones I get, so it seems 
like I don't get hurt that often. When 





I get home, I kind of feel them. My 
size is to my advantage. I can take the 
bumps and grinds when I lay it down. 
My experience? I can see a crash 
coming and I avoid them. The phi- 
losophy is, ‘It is better to give than 
to receive.’ 

With your size did you ever give 
football a try? 

(Laughing) No! Iam too small for that. 
It is kind of physical. I would be to 
football what Ronnie Correy is to 
speedway in regards to physical size. 
I do enjoy the physical contact (in 
speedway). 

А couple questions back you menti- 
oned snivelers. There're a fair amount 
of snivelers in speedway, aren't there? 
I think there are. They are more like 
prima donnas. A lot of the speedway 
riders fall into that category. I think 
I kind of stand out because of that (not 
sniveling). I say a lot of things. That 
is just the way people are. They get 
into speedway and see what is going 
on. They fall into someone's footsteps. 
Myself, I didn’t. That is why I am

pretty much different from everybody 
else. When I do win, it is a little bit 
different from when Mike Faria or 
Bobby Schwartz wins. 

You are more of an Alan Christian type 
when it comes to personality. 

Yeah, I do my business on the track. 
That is where it should be. When we 
get off the track everything should 
stop. Four times a week we see each 
other. If it stayed on the track I think 
it would be much better for everybody 
in the stands and in the pits. It would 
be better that what ever happens on 
the track, happens on the track. Let's 
settle it out there, not in the pits. 

You have been the AMA points champ, 
two-time California State Champion 
and National Champion to name a few 
of your titles. You do not win as much 
as many of the other guys during the 
season. Why do you always come up 
big on championship nights? 
Preparation is the main key. I am there 
to win, especially on the big nights. 
I get myself mentally and physically 
prepared for those championships. I 





think that is what brings out the best 
in Steve Lucero. 

Of all your victories, which one has 
been the sweetest? 

Wins are all sweet. It is hard to say 
wh one is the sweetest. I go to the 
track to win. When I do, it makes me 
feel good, I am satisfied. I get to go 
home and share it with my wife and 
my kid. It is hard to say which one 
could be the best. I could win a 
National and not be happy. I could 
win a normal main event and be even 
happier because I rode well that night. 
I am just striving at the races to win. 
When I do win that is sweet. Each one 
i eet to me. 

The night you won the 1988 National, 
it was probably the most boring 
National of all-time. The reason I say 


that is, you had everybody beat after . 


four rounds. You did not have to ride 
your last ride and you were still 
champion. Have you ever ridden better 
than that night? 
Yes I have ridden better, but I haven't 
won. Winning the National Cham- 
pionship in four rounds I would not 
consider boring. Especially when no 
one else has ever achieved that in the 
history .of speedway. When the last 
round did come around and I knew 
that no one could beat me, it kind of 
clicked in me that I am National 
Champion. I just let them (the other 
riders in his last race) battle for the 
silver. I suppose that is why it could 
have been boring. I think the other 
riders made it more boring than I did. 
Even with all of those wins, announcer 
Larry Huffman used to refer to you 
as the “rider who gets no respect.” Do 
you feel that you do not get the respect 
you deserve? 
First of all, I don’t ride to make other 
people happy. People who know the 
real me, give me the respect I deserve. 
I think my mouth gets me in trouble, 
but I only speak what I feel. I speak 
my mind and I speak the truth. That 
is what I think people don’t respect. 
I am not a back stabber and I don’t 
kiss anybody’s butt. 
One race you have never won is the 
American Speedway Final. You think 
you have a good shot this year. Tell 
us why. 
Yes, I do. Especially since I rode well 
at Ventura. It will be held this year 
at Ventura as opposed to Long Beach 
(where it was held ever since 
1983). The Europe-based American 
riders have their equipment up to date 
and fine tuned for the larger tracks 
which they ride exclusively (in 
Europe). We just don’t ride the big 
tracks enough to get tuned in over here. 
It is a different style for the big tracks 
(like Long Beach). At Ventura this 
у I think everyone has a chance. 
It is going to be very different. 
I was talking to Billy Hamill (an 
American who made last year's World 
Final) the other night and he said this 
could be one of the toughest American 
Finals of all time. 
Oh yeah, I think it is. Mike Faria has 
won how many mains there? Eighty 
some! Bobby Schwartz goes there and 
5 sweeps. Myself? I am 
consistent there. I think it is 
to qualify one of us (riders who 
Se to stay in the States rather than 
in Europe). We are just going to 
ave to find out on May 30th. 
You are an independent racer. Russell 
Racing’s number one rider is National 
Champion Mike Faria. They provide 
him with 14 motorcycles to choose 
from. You have two in your stable. 
How can you compete with them? 
We are independent racers and we have 
no factories. You can compete against 
something like that. You don’t make 
as much money (as Russell’s riders) 
because Russell Racing is backing the

riders. The riders are not putting any 
money down on the table to buy tires 
and fix the engines. They just show 
up at the races and race. It is much 
easier (for Russell’s riders), but I still 
feel that you can be very competitive 
without being factory sponsored. 
Speedway is a totally different sport 
than any other. 

A lot of the newer fans do not realize 
that you spent the 1984 season racing 
in the British League. 

I rode for Eastbourne and Wolver- 
hampton. I gained a bit of experience 
and I have no regrets of riding 
overseas. It was something different 
and I knew I had to go there, espe- 
cially when I had the chance. Some- 
days I wish I could turn back the time 
and be 20 years old again and start 
all over. 

Would you ever consider going back 
to England to race full time? 

No, but I would go to visit and after 
qualifying for the Overseas Final. 

America is my home and I think it is 
going to stay that way. 

While you were in England, you 
finished third in the Under-21 World 
Championship at King’s Lynn. That 
is a pretty big race. z 

I feel I did well with the little expe- 
rience (on big tracks) I had at the time. 

I am the last American to make the 
podium. I am hoping that one of the 
young Americans this year does well 
in it. It is time for us to win that again 
or at least get on the podium. 

That was a great day. It was also a 
tough day as a rider from Sweden, Leif 
Wahlman, lost his life in that race. 

It was kind of tough, but I didn’t find 
out about what happened until later. 

I feel bad that a young rider lost his 
life, but there is risk in all motorsports. 

When you ride bikes, especially over 
there on the bigger tracks, some things 
like that happen. It really hurts the 
sport when anybody dies. Especially 
the bigger riders like Kenny Carter and 
Billy- Sanders (two riders who took 
their own lives in the mid 1980s). 
Those are the riders that should not 
have died. : 

When you first came to southern 
California to race, there were big 
crowds every night at speedway. A rider 
could make a lot of money every week. 
Things sure have changed. 

Definitely (laughing)! Influenced by 
the start of the economy and the 
recession, it is tough for fans to afford 
the entertainment. It is pretty tough 
for the family of four to go, especially 
with the price of admission. This is 
fun, action-packed racing. There is 
nothing like it. I hope this year we 
can change things. The price of 
admission could go down. Have a 
family ticket for a family of four. Get 
people in here is what we have to do. 
I think we are just going to have to 
help the sport somehow. I think this 
year should turn it around. 

Do you think the racing is as good as 
it was 10 years ago? 

Oh yeah. Competition is still good. We 
have a lot of up and coming riders. 
When I first came down here there were 
so many top ranked competitors. Some 
nights it was tough to make the 
program. I was Second Division for a 
while. Now we sometimes struggle to 
fill the program. Quite a few of our 
top competitors are riding overseas. I 
wish they would come over here more 
often to give us a little bit more 
competition and to bring back some 
different crowds. People like a Sam 
Ermolenko or Kelly Moran. People 
come to see them. 

Over the past winter southern Califor- 
nia lost some very good riders. Alan 
Christian moved to Reno and Phil 
Collins is moving back to England. 


Josh Larsen and Don Odom are 


heading to the British League and your 
brother-in-law, Scott Brant, retired 
again. These guys are talented. If the 
money was as good as it was 10 years 
ago, do you think these guys would 
be leaving. 

If the money was better it would 
change things. It is not the main reason 
these riders have left southern Califor- 
nia. Alan moved up north to be closer 
to his family. He will be racing up 
north and will probably, occasionally, 
ride down here. Phil has just had a 
new baby and I don't know about his 
plans. I hope he does ride. Josh Larsen 
is riding the 1992 season over in 
England and he is one to watch. My 
brother-in-law, I really don't know 
what he is doing. The cost of racing 
has increased and the purse has 
decreased. The promoters, riders and 
fans need to pull together and make 
it happen again. 

Can you see speedway rectifying itself 
down here? 

Yes it can. We need more media 


coverage. -Local newspapers, Cycle 
News, magazines and more major 
sponsors. For an example, Camel 
supports flat track and supercross. We 
need someone like that to back speed- 
way. А big sponsor like that brings in 
people, it catches their eye. I think it 
will happen sooner or later. 

You are always willing to help the 
sport with personal appearances and 
such. 

We are independent racers with no 
factory backing. I will do anything to 
help promote the sport of speedway. 
I have done radio, TV and benefits. 
I was even on Sunday Nights Sports 
(KNBC in Los Angeles) after some 
controversy involving Bobby Schwartz 
and myself. 

What would you like to see happen 
in speedway? 

I would like to see the Japanese 
involved in speedway like they are 
involved in motocross. That could 
possibly make the sport grow. I have 
already experimented with a Honda 
speedway engine. 


How long ago was that? 

It was a few years ago, but it is possible 
for it to happen. I think it could bring 
different people into the sport. Espe- 
cially throughout the United States. 


- We need racing all through the United 


States to make it happen. I think Japan 
could help it. A lot of people do not 
want to get into it because it is a little 
bit difficult. Like I said, I have already 
experimented with one (Japanese 
engine) and it is a good engine. 

Is Japanese involvement a dead issue 
right now or is it something that could 
-come about within the next two or 
three years? 

It all depends on them. It is hard for 
me to go there and say, 'Go build a 
speedway bike.’ They have to see 
something. They could get a hold of 
me. I would show them their engine. 
I have the first four-valve engine 
(Honda four-valve in a Junior bike). 
Me and my dad put two years into this 
engine. When we built the Honda 
engine, they did not have four-valve 


Jawas out yet. They were still racing 
the two-valves. They were just coming 
out with the Jawa four-valve. I raced 
it and won the Junior Championship 
with it. It just needs the Japanese help 
with it. I believe today that if I had 
that motor together and in a good 
frame like the kids do now, I bet it 
could beat a Weslake (Junior Speed- 
way 250cc Weslake). 

When you first started racing, did you 
have any racing idols? 

I started riding at four. I started racing 
motocross, flat track and road racing 
at seven. Kenny Roberts has always 
been my idol. I feel he is an all-around 
racer. He is still my idol today. 

Two of your biggest fans are your 
mother and father. They have had a 
lot to do with your success through 
the years. 

My parents back my sister and I 100% 
in anything and everything we do. Be 
it baseball, wrestling, soccer or golf. 
I chose motorcycle racing and they 
gave me 10075 of themselves to support 
me. They are very special to me and 


I wouldn't be where I am today 
without them. 

You have other people backing you. 
Who are they? 

Wendy and Kyle, Jeff Grant, Arai 
Helmets, Team Scopelitte, Racecraf- 
ters, Action Rentals, Economy HVAC, 
Oakley, Oilzall, K&N, Terrycable, CTi 
Braces, Slick 50 and Paul Hasselgren 
Racing. 

Wendy and Kyle, your wife and daugh- 
ter. Within the past couple years you 
got married and now have a 14-month- 
old daughter.

WORKBENCH

otorcycle ignitiion coils have a 
M primary side where battery vol- 

tage is applied and a secondary 
side which steps up this voltage on the 
order of several thousand times to fire 
the gap at the spark plug. DC or 
collapsing field coils found on the 
majority of multi-cylinder four-stroke 
motorcycles have two leads on the 
primary side and the polarity of the 
voltage applied here is essential to top 
ignition performance. There is a good 
possibility that your motorcycle's coils 
have been wired incorrectly and you 
are losing engine performance because 
of that. There is a simple test and an 
even simpler cure that costs nothing 
but may pay big dividends in improved 
gas mileage and performance. 

The spark at the plug is designed 
to travel from the center electrode to 
the ground or side electrode but it can 
travel the other way; jumping from the 
side electrode to the center. If this is 
the case on your bike, then you are 
losing spark efficiency and wearing 
out your plugs at a slightly faster rate 
than necessary. Plugs were not 
designed to work this way, and there 
is a simple test to detect which way 
the spark is traveling. 

‘Take one plug out of your bike and 
cut the side electrode off with a pair 
of wire cutters (of course this plug must 
be replaced with a new one). Push your 
test plug back into the plug cap and 
turn the engine over while holding the 
spark plug in close enough proximity 
to the cylinder head that you can 
observe the spark jumping. Take a 
regular lead pencil and interpose the 
point into the spark. 

Observe carefully as the spark travels 
through the pencil lead. If the spark 
is traveling in the correct direction, 
from center electrode to ground, the 
spark will be nice and blue at the top 
of the pencil point and orange at the 
bottom. If the converse is true, the 
spark will now appear blue at the 
bottom of the pencil point and orange 
at the top. 

Many street bikes have two spade 
connectors on the primary side of the 
coil where the wires from the ignition 
box or points plug onto. There is a 
good possibility that these wires have 
been switched inadvertently during a 
tune-up or overhaul, reversing the 
manufacturer's intended polarity. If 
you tested the spark as previously 
described and found it to be traveling 
in the wrong direction, now is the time 
to reverse the leads. Mark the correct 
position for future reference. The 
polarity is now correct and you can 
enjoy the benefits of the hottest spark 
your bike can generate.

Perhaps visions of bearded, 
leather clad bikers mounted on loud, 
black and chrome motorcycles. Or 
maybe Marlon Brando in “The Wild 
One,” Peter Fonda and Dennis Hopper 
in "Easy Rider," or how about James 
Dean and Elvis . ... they rode Harleys, 
didn't they? 
In the 1950s and '60s, the tough, black 
leather jacket image became a preferred 
style. Perhaps made popular by the

Through the many years since the 
company first began producing motor- 
cycles in 1903, the look of the Harley 
rider has changed. Although the die- 
hard Harley rider still exists, and 
perhaps always will, a new generation 
“rebel” has emerged on the scene. 

Enter the rich urban biker, or “rub- 
bie.” Suddenly, managers, lawyers, 
doctors and bankers are Harley- 
mounted. White-collared weekend war- 














riors gobble up every motorcycle that 
the factory can produce, often paying 
upwards of $15,000 for each unit. The 
recent trend has boosted the Harley- 
Davidson Motor Company's big-bike 
(750cc and over) market share to 61%, 
way up from the 1983 figure of 23%. 

What is more remarkable than its 
increase in market share, though, is the 
turnaround that the company has 
made in the last decade. Hurt by the 
reputation for producing unreliable, 
leaky motorcycles in the 1970s, Harley 
emerged from the threat of bankruptcy 
in 1985 to become one of the industry's 
front-running companies. 

Harley's troubles began in the late 
1950s when Japanese manufacturers 
began to import small, low-priced 
motorcycles. Harley-Davidson paid little 
attention since the smaller machines 
didn't compete directly with their larger 
heavyweight motorcycles, and figured 
that if anything, the smaller machines 
would boost their sales when owners 
longed for larger and faster machines. 
It wasn't long, however, before the 
Japanese companies began to produce 
larger, Harley-look-alike motorcycles 
and cut into Harley-Davidson's share of 
the market. The Japanese machines ran 
better, were more reliable, and most 
importantly - cost less. 

By the 1960s, the motorcycle boom 
was in full swing, and Harley was 
missing the boat. Japanese competi- 
tors produced a full range of high- 
quality motorcycles, while Harley's 
forte lay in their heavyweights. A 
limited production of lightweight 
motorcycles was not greeted with 
success, and Harley continued to lose 
customers, mostly new enthusiasts, to 
their better-equipped competition. 

In 1965 Harley-Davidson went pub- 
lic to generate capital, as more funds 
were needed to keep up with the 
current motorcycle boom. In the next 
three years more than 1.3 million 
shares in Harley-Davidson were sold, 
but in 1968 Harley discovered that a 
large amount of stock was held‘by a 
company named Bangor Punta. 

Bangor Punta had a reputation for 
taking over and then disassembling 
companies, but its plans were foiled by 
American Machine and Foundry 
(АМЕ), a leisure products company that 
wanted to share in the motorcycle craze. 
In 1969, AMF, led by Chairman Rodney 
Gott, purchased the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company and geared up to take 
on the Japanese competition head on. 

In the next two years, production 











nearly tripled, and an additional 
manufacturing plant was added in 
York, Pennsylvania. No longer were 
the motorcycles fully built and 
assembled in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
where the company originated. 

Though AMF increased Harley's 

production to keep up with the growing 
demand for motorcycles, their share of 
the market failed to increase accord- 
ingly. Almost as quickly as production 
went up, the quality of the motorcycles 
went down. Harley began to earn the 
reputation as oil-dripping, unreliable 
machines. Nearly 60% of the machines 
that rolled off the assembly line failed 
to pass inspection, and dealers were 
often required to make additional 
repairs before selling the motorcycles. 

When compared to the more 
advanced, less expensive and better- 
built Japanese machines, it was under- 
standable why Harley’s share of the 
market continued to dwindle. The 
situation was made worse by the large 
increase in numbers of Japanese 
imported motorcycles. 

In 1981 just as AMF was considering 
selling Harley-Davidson, a group of 
senior Harley-Davidson executives with 
financial backing from Citicorp Indus- 
trial Credit, purchased the company 
from AMF in a leveraged buyout. 
Though they credited AMF with help- 
ing them survive through a time of 
financial need, they felt that in order 
to fully restore the company, special 
attention had to be paid to quality 
rather than quantity. 

Things continued to take a downw- 
ard trend for Harley. As the motorcycle 
trend began to taper off, Japanese 
manufacturers imported and dis- 
counted their over-stocked models, 
dropping Harley's sales even lower. 

In 1982, Harley-Davidson petitioned 
the International Trade Commission 
for tariff relief from the Japanese 
manufacturers, claiming that they were 
"dumping" their excess machines in 
America. In 1983, President Ronald 
Reagan imposed additional tariffs on 
Japanese motorcycles that exceeded 
700cc. The tariffs were to have been in 
effect for five years, with annually 
declining rates of 45, 35, 20, 15 and 10%. 

In the years after the tariffs were 
imposed, Harley worked to broaden 
their customer range. While their loyal 
following of “die-hard” bikers could 
make do with a motorcycle that 
required a lot of attention, Harley 
realized that if they were to appeal to 
a wider variety of people they would 
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of dirt track races. But one question mark still hung over my head — what's 
it actually like to rzde a Harley?

have to produce a more reliable product. 

The introduction of the Evolution 
motor in 1983 improved Harley- 
Davidson’s reputation. The new rubber- 
mounted motors didn't leak oil, and the 
bikes were much more tolerable to ride 
than the past rigid-mounted power- 
plants that vibrated considerably. 

Efforts to “clean up" dealerships were 
made. Replacing the dark, gloomy 
shops were neon signs and brightly 
colored showrooms that were more 
inviting to the average person: 

Just when things began to look up 
for Harley-Davidson, the company was 
dealt another blow in 1985. Fear of an 
approaching recession and worries 
about the amount of competitive 
Japanese machinery that would be 
available when the protective tariffs 
expired made Citicorp executives 
uneasy. Citicorp informed Harley- 
Davidson that they would need to find 
another lender. 

After much confusion, Harley- 
Davidson closed a deal with Heller 
Financial, a Chicago based firm, on 
December 31, 1985. The deal went 
through with only minutes to spare, but 
had. it not, Harley would have been 
forced to file for Chapter 11 in bank- 
ruptcy court and face liquidation of the 
company. 

In 1985 Harley-Davidson went pub- 
lic, and offered two million shares of 
common stock at $11 a share and raised 
over $20 million. 

In 1987 the company announced that 
it no longer needed the special tariffs 
to compete with the Japanese motor- 
cycle manufacturers, and petitioned the 
International Trade Commission for 
early termination of the five-year tariffs. 
Harley-Davidson, once again, con- 
trolled the superheavyweight market 
with a 61% market share. 

Since then, Harley-Davidson's suc- 
cess has continued to grow in leaps and 
bounds. Harleys have become the 
vehicle of choice for movie stars, 
musicians, doctors, lawyers and 
managers. 

Demand for their motorcycles is 
outrunning the supply, and many 
motorcycles are sold by dealers before 
they are even made. 

The stock, that originally sold for 
$11 a share, was hovering just below 
$60 at the time of this writing. 

And with the recent burst in motor- 
cycle - Harley-Davidson in particular 
- popularity, many dealerships around 
the country are enjoying their best sales 
figures since the 1970s. 

Bike sales are up, and Harley dealers 
everywhere complain that they don't 
have enough motorcycles on their 
showroom floors, as they often sell out 
far before the "selling season” is over. 

"It's only February, and I only have 
20 Harleys left," said Butch Donahue, 
owner of Delano Sport Center, a multi- 
line dealership in Delano, Minnesota. 
“That means that I've already sold 90% 
of my allotment for the year.” 

Delano Sport Center also carries three 
other brands of motorcycles, plus ATVs 
and personal watercraft, but Donahue 
says much of his dealership’s current 
success is due to Harley-Davidson. 
Though Donahue credits the recent 
flood of RUB enthusiasts with about 
50% of his Harley business, he feels that 
his strength lies in his die-hard; long- 
time customers. » 

“Т say the RUBs make up about half 
of our sales, and that's great. It's good 
to see new enthusiasts, as well as older 
guys that used to ride years ago, get back 
on Harleys, but I have the feeling that 
this may be just a temporary thing," 
said Donahue. “If I can keep 25% of 
these new guys around after the craze 
passes, I would consider it a great 
success. My goal is to build a strong 
relationship with these new enthusiasts, 

































while maintaining a good rapport with 
the guys that have been around for 20 
or 30 years." 

On the other end of the spectrum, 
Bill Bartels, owner of the well known 
Los Angeles-area Harley-Davidson 
dealership, feels that the RUB custo- 
mers are his bread and butter. 

"The RUBs are a neccessity. The 
Harley craze is a sign of the times, and 
I don't feel that they're short-term 
customers. I think this is a genuine 
trend of Americanism,” said Bartels. 
“We get a lot more RUBs than “real” 
Harley guys. From a business point of 
view, the older guys aren’t really great 
customers. They do all the work 
themselves, whereas a RUB doesn’t 
know how, so he’ll just bring it into 
the shop.” 

Though Bartels and Donahue have 
different ideas about how long the 
current trend will last, both agree about 
its origin. 

“The RUBs are typically over 40 years 





old, and many of them used to ride a 
long time ago but for some reason or 
another were forced to дий,” said 
Donahue. “Now that they're older they 
can afford a bike, and many of. them 
rode Harleys when they were younger.” 

“They come in all shapes and sizes,” 
Bartels said. “А lot of them are being 
reaquainted with an old love - riding. 
Then there’s the new customer. Riding 
is exciting and glamorous to them. After 
all, it’s a lot more fun cruising down 
Mullholland Drive on a Harley than 
in a Porsche. It’s the new yuppie toy.” 

“I think a big part of the recent rise 
in Harley-Davidson’s popularity is due 
to the fact that they finally updated their 
product,” said Donahue. “For a while, 
the Harleys weren’t up to par, but now 
they are. 

“I think they're perfectly targeted for 
the right type of rider. An older person 
is probably not going to want a fast, 
Japanese racer, but a Harley cruiser is 
more his style,” said Donahue. “Sure,

the Harley costs more, but the people 
they’re aimed at can afford them. 
Besides, a Harley may end up being 
cheaper anyway. The last time I 
checked, it was about $300 to insure a 
Harley for a year, but a fast sport bike 
is incredibly expensive to insure." 

Both Bartels and Donahue take their 
roles as Harley dealers one step further 
- they go racing. Unlike Japanese 
motorcycle dealerships, who often 
sponsor motocross, off-road or road race 
teams, both Bartels and Donahue field 
dirt track racing teams, and Bartels 
backs several road racers. 

“Racing is the backbone of motor- 
cycling, that’s where the research and 
development comes from,” said Bartels. 
“Racing also provides good exposure, 
it shows the world that Harleys can do 
something other than just putt 
around.” 

But as thousands of new Harley 
enthusiasts have discovered, you can 
have fun just putting around. cN

Myers tops in Texas

HOUSTON, TX, MAR. 5-8 

f Slick 50 Nationals Pro Stock 
I winner John Myers dosen't parlay 

his convincing victory in Houston 
into an NHRA Championship, he'll 
be the first. Each of the three previous 
winners of the first race of NHRA's 
expanded 10-race tour (formerly 
known as the Supernationals), includ- 
ing Myers himself in 1990, went on 
to win the championship and more of 
the remaining events than all other 
riders combined. 

Myers, whose slowest race-day pass 
on George Bryce’s 1428cc/two-valve 
Suzuki GSXR (7.71 seconds) was .05- 
second faster than any other rider’s best 
pass, never had a brush with defeat in 
any of four elimination rounds. ` 

“This is the only way to start the 
year,” said Myers, who barely lost the 
final round of the 1991 race to David 
Schultz, then spent the rest of the 
season trying to catch him in the 
standings, eventually falling just 190 
points short. 

“This brand-new bike just won’t 
make a bad run,” Myers exclaimed 
after his llth career National event 
victory in exactly three years with 
Bryce’s Star Racing team. Still work- 
ing bugs out of the Kosman chassis 
in the heat of competition, Myers 


qualified second on the grid with a 
7.71-second, 172 mph pass and effort- 
lessly swatted 1989 NHRA Champion 
John Mafaro, Ron Ayers, and peren- 
nial top five rider Jim Bernard off the 
track in the preliminary rounds of 
eliminations with the most consistent 
series of laps in Pro Stock history: 
7.698/172, 7.70/172, and 7.690/173, the 
last being a new Houston Raceway 
Park track record. 

In the final, Myers topped Byron 
Hines, the famed: mastermind behind 
the success of 24-time National event 
winner, Terry Vance. Hines, who has 
left his seat in the Vance & Hines dyno 
room for the seat of Greg Underdahl's 
1327cc four valve Suzuki GSXR and 
qualified on the pole with a 7.70/ 
177.54 (the fastest speed in Pro Stock 
history), shook his way down the 
bumpy left lane in the last round and 
ran just a 7.83/169, his slowest time 
of the event. 

"Byron still made a decent run, 
considering that he was in the left lane. 
This is a one-lane race track. You have 
a much better chance of winning if you 
can keep lane choice (which goes to 
the rider with the faster run in the 
previous round), but I think I would 
have won in either lane," said Myers, 


who ran nearly as good on a qualifying 
pass in the dreaded left lane (7.72) as 
his record-setting performances on the 
smoother, tackier right side of the 
dragstrip. 

When not deflecting praise for his 
steadily improving riding skills — 
"I'm not the rider Dave Schultz or Jim 
Bernard or Terry Vance is, I do this 
just for fun," Hines, perhaps the best- 
known name in the pits despite having 
gone winless in his young riding 
career, was demonstrating that, like his 
partner, he knows exactly what it takes 
to win. 

Hines committed drag racing's 
mortal sin — being late (reacting to 
the Christmas tree) — in the first two 
rounds, but still flagged down Keith 
Gray and Norman DeVine, who 
launched a tenth of a second before 
him, just before the finish line with 
powerful top-end charges. 

Hines’ 176.81 mph speed in the 
come-from-behind win over DeVine 
was fast enough to back up his earlier 
177.54 mph blast within the required 
one percent for an official NHRA 
National record. “I was concentrating 
more on getting the record than I was 
on leaving on time,” admitted Hines, 
who gave up less than one mph when 
forced to run a backup engine after his 
177 mph mill kicked a connecting rod 
just before the finish line. 

By concentrating intently on the 
Christmas tree and loading the clutch 
harder in his semi race with former 
teammate and defending champ Dave 
Schultz, Hines improved his reaction 
time from a sleepy .198-second to .005- 
second. That gave him a jump on 





Schultz, now riding the 1991 
championship-winning Kawasaki ZX- 
10 he sold and temporarily borrowed 
back from Finland's Veli Malin. 

Schultz left the starting line .06- 
second after Hines with a .067-second 
reaction time and ran just .02-second 
faster, 7.77 to 7.79, which left him .04- 
second short at the finish line. 

“I saw Byron out in front of me the 
whole way, and I thought, “ОҺ, he red- 
lit (foul-started),' " Schultz said. “The 
whole way down the track I thought 
I had already won. I didn't find out 
what happened until I turned off at 
the end of the track. The cameramen 
don't like to make eye contact with the 
loser." 

With a clutch .018-second reaction 
time, Hines was nearly as quick out 
of the gate in the high-pressure final 
against the invincible Myers as he had 
been in the semi finals. However, 
Myers' reflexes were nearly as quick, 
and by the time they thumbed the air- 
shift buttons into second gear, Hines' 
lead was gone. : 

Even with his slowest run of elim- 
inations, a 7.71/172, Myers had therace 
in hand long before the finish line 
when Hines' bike shook hard enough 
to blur his vision and knock his right 
foot off the peg. “My foot fell behind 
the exhaust pipe and got burned a 
little," he said. “But I'm not disap- 
pointed about losing this final. I’m 
pumped about the rest of the season." 

After qualifying number one, out- 
riding the winningest active drag racer 
(Schultz), and cracking 176 mph with 
a les powerful backup engine, he 
should be. aN

Hicks hot at Costa Mesa Spdwy

Former British League racer Gary Hicks 
defeated National Speedway Champion Mike 
Faria in the Scratch main at the Coors Light 
Spring Classic at the Orange County Fair- 
grounds, the kickoff to the 1992 southern 
California speedway season.

Neither went down, but 
they elbowed and leaned on each other for 
40 feet. While they were tied up, Faria, with 
a daring outside drive, tried to ride around 
both of them, but ran out of room. 

Hicks and Schwartz finally separated just 
before the end of the first circuit and Hicks 
stayed in first while Schwartz started fighting 
Faria for second. As they hit turn three on 
lap two, Faria drove around Schwartz and took 
over the runner-up spot. 

By the time Faria had taken over second, 
Hicks had built an insurmountable lead. He 
breezed to the Jerry King checkered flag and 
his first 1992 victory. Faria finished second 
while Schwartz and Werner rounded out the 
field. 

Chris Manchester took the lead on the 
restart of the eight-lap, eight-rider Handicap 
main and never looked back. Werner, Man- 
chester and Jason Chism were three abreast 
off the fourth turn at the end of the first lap. 
They stayed that way until turn one on lap 
two when they ran out of room. Chism went 
down, forcing Werner to lay it down and thus 
brining out a red flag. For the restart, 
Manchester started up front while Chism took 
a їтїр back to the penalty line.

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Tragedy mars 3rd Dog Run

NEWHALL, CA, MAR. 7-8 

Saturday's rain, snow, sleet, hail and tragedy, 
mixed with Sunday's sunshine, provided for 
a sadly memorable two-day Team Dual Dogs 
3rd Annual Dog Run. 

While over 100 dual sport riders were 
battling the elements on Saturday, well-liked 
Team Dual Dogs member Jerry Brenneman 
was killed in a traffic accident on Soledad 
Canyon Road as he strayed off-course. 

Brenneman, a. 54-year-old retired law 
enforcement officer, became known to motor- 
cyclists nationwide when he was featured on 
ESPN's “Motoworld” after he rode last year's 
Los Angeles-to-Barstow-to-Las Vegas dual 
sport ride on his Yamaha DT50. 

Brenneman had a history of heart trouble, 
but he didn't let it get in his way as he rode 
his diminutive machine on long endurance 
events. He had already completed the day's 
first difficult optional section which included 
riding upstream against the rapidly moving 
deep water at the bottom of Pacoima Canyon. 

Team Dual Dogs President Damon Powell 
announced that the yearly ride will be known 
in the future as the Jerry Brenneman Memor- 
ial Dog Run. 

Because of the inclement weather, which 
according to early reports was not a factor 
in Brenneman's accident, many riders cut the 
165-mile route short. 

The Dog Run was routed through three 
areas of the Angeles National Forest that are 
normally not open to motorcycles. The first 
dirt portion of the ride took riders up Santa 
Clara Truck Trail soon after they left the start 
at Dick Allen's Yamaha-Honda in Newhall. 
The initial dirt portion began with a muddy 
up-hill that forced the ride’s only sidehack 
to take an alternate route when mud clogged 
the third wheel. 

The first difficult split sent people from 
Dillon Divide into off-limits Pacoima 
Canyon. The dirt road that follows the canyon 
bottom was completely washed out in various 
spots by the recent storms and riders had to 
ride up the stream to connect the remaining 
portions of road: 

Shortcut Canyon was also opened for the

The ride was similar to last year's celebrated 
Yellow Umbrella Run and included a ride 
through Rowher Flat OHV Area, along the 
San Andreas Rift Zone and back to Newhall 
on the Old Ridge Route after lunch in 
Gorman.
